Editor's Message 

Hello again and welcome to 
ACE the 34 new members who 
joined since Issue 25 and thanks 
to the 40 members who sent in 
their renewal dues. We now 
have a membership of 198. 
Charter member Gerald McLellan 
predicted that some day ACE 
would have a membership of 200 
plus and his prediction is close .o 
being correct. We had this big 
run on new membership because 
of the articles in both 
Numismatic News and Coin 
World about our club encased set 
for sale. Copies of what was in 
the publications is printed 
elsewhere in the Journal/ 
Newsletter. 

Our financial situation is 
better not only because of the 
increase in membership but also 
because of the sale of our 
encased sets. The articles 
generated the sale of 102 sets and 
10 singles. Sales were so good 
that we ran out of Panama 
centavo encased and had to get 
100 more made. We now have 
about 200 encased Lincoln cents 
and about 50 encased sets left. 
The set is made up of three 
encased coins, the 1995 Lincoln 
cent, the 1995 Canadian Cent and 
a Panama centavo. So 
members can still order a set for 
$5.00 postpaid. All the Canadian 


encased cents are slightly bent 
because the size of the Canadian 
cent is slightly larger then the 
centavo and Lincoln Cent and 
because of this when it was 
pressed into the collar it bent.

Reno, Nev., with a 1901 IH.

FNB, Rhyolite remains the only 
Nevada bank that issued an 
encased, there is a piece from 
another Nevada financial 
institution, First Western Savings, 
Las Vegas, Nevada, with a 1954 
quarter in a brass ring. I first 
saw one of these about ten years 
ago.

He saw this piece for sale on E-Bay and noticed that it had a 
phone number on mt. Curious, he tried searching on the web for the phone number using the Google search 
engine. Up came a long list. and among them was a Jolee Beauty Shop in Murray, Utah with an exact match of 
the phone number and with the area code 801. Jim tried calling but apparently the shop has gone out of 
business within the last few years. What a surprise that this business would have survived all these years to 
eventually be hsted on the internet, and with the same phone number!

Greetings to all, It’s hard to believe spring is almost upon us. In working on the index another member gave 
me the thought that at some point an entire next generation of collectors will follow us. As such we should 
try to be as diligent as possible in our efforts. 1 guess it’s hard for all of us to foresee the day when The 
Casement will be a highly valuable asset for the next generation of collectors, but surely that will come to 
pass as our hobby continues to gain in populanty. It is with this thought in mind that I’m suggesting a mild 
change in the way we rate our identifications in the maverick column. Our current method is to assign one 

* to a probable identification and ** to a certain identification. This would be fine except many of our ** 
certain identifications are anything but certain. In looking through the back issues you can find many that 
have been changed or corrected. If these were ** certain identifications why would they be changed or 
corrected? ] sent an email around with a 1-4 rating system. This was based loosely on a system proposed by 
Duane Feisel. | actually got a lot of feedback on this subject, which surprised me. In light of that feedback 
here is what I’m suggesting to the membership. With this issue we will begin to use a 1-3 rating system on 
a demonstrational basis. If the membership doesn’t like this method we will revert to the old system in the 
next issue. If there aren’t a lot of objections this will be the standard used to rate the future identifications. 


(1) In order to attain this rating there must be some credible information submitted to identify the 
maverick. This may include personal experience or the word of another. The main point here is 
that no historical references are cited .If a reference is cited the information isn’t a match to the 
wording on the encased. These types of identifications are encouraged, as other members may be 
able to take limited information and make it positive 

(2) This rating must include substantial information. This is actually where many of our ** proof 
positive identifications fall. These are identifications that are based on a reference book or 
information taken from other sources, but do not identify a maverick to a specific address or other 
secondary information that is included in the wording on the encased. It is important to not only 
consider the source of the information being used, but also the wording on the encased itself, 
Encased with wording such, as “Joe’s Auto Sales” and with no secondary information such as 
address or phone number should never be considered proof positive. 

(3) These are the true proof positive identifications. The encased itself has secondary information 
included in the wording on it and the source used to identify it includes a match of this 
information. Are there exceptions? Yes, I'm sure there will be. There will be listings for very 
unusual or uniquely named businesses When working with these types of listings some judgment 
will need to be used and it may be possible to identify these without matching the secondary 
information. There will also be cases where the subject has been researched extensively and the 
information is positive enough without secondary information included. 


We will just have to work together to implement a system that is agreeable to the majority of the 
membership. What I'm suggesting is a step in the right direction We may need to fine-tune it a bit. If you 
have comments on this subject feel free to contact me. In the identifications below you will notice in 
addition to the usual * and ** ACE rating system there will be a 1-3 number in parenthesis. This would be 
my thought as to how the new rating system would be applied

MI — 9 (521) 14- Miller Good Lighting since 1844 — This was identified to Kansas City, MO in issue #25. 
Here are some comments from Jim Lawniczak on the subject. 1 don't accept the verification of the 
Miller, Good Lighting since 1844 piece simply by reference to the Thomas Register. Someone has got to 
find a Miller Lighting that was founded in 1844. And as you will shortly see. so I did. First, ] went to the 
State of Missouri SOS website -- Miller Lighting and Fixture was first registered as a d/b/a (fictitious 
name) in 1946 and as a corporation in 1959. It seems to still be active today, although ] can't find it on 
Google or Yahoo. This Miller Lighting is about 100 vears too late to match the encased piece. Then, ] 
went on Lexis to do a news search and to do a legal case search, and | did find the Miller Co. that has 
indeed been in the lighting business since 1844. It is in an article from the Allentown PA. Morning Call 
newspaper from 2/4/01 (the Sunday section) It is about "Miller Co. lamps with a bright past.” The author 
(Ed Rinker) in his article on C ollectibles is answering a question submitted by a reader about an antique -- 
an electric "Miller table lamp, Model 906." The answer about the lamp is that 1t was made by the Miller 
Co.. located in Meriden Connecticut. which touted itself as "Pioneers in Good Lighting Since 1844." The 
author had found a reprint of a Miller Co. catalog in a book about electric lighting of the 20s and 30s and 
also had contacted the Meriden Public Library. who faxed him two articles about the company, showing it 
was founded in 1844. Edward Miller opened the shop to manufacture candlestick holders in 1844. By the 
mid ]860s he was making kerosene lamps and in the 1880s, gas fixtures. The lamp that the reader was 
asking about was made in the 1920s. and the author said it was worth $750 to $850. 1 believe this is 
sufficient to identify this piece correctly to Meriden CT and not KC MO. (By the way, this Lexis 
newspaper database is really amazing -- it has basically every newspaper from sometime in the 1970s, and 


some in the 60s, searchable) 


Here are a couple of corrections from Dan Agler. _ 
Hyde Park Funeral Home is listed in the Texas listings, as being from Dallas is incorrect. They were 
located at 1324 Hyde Park Blvd. in Houston, TX according to the 1946 Greater Houston City Directory. 


Manuel Blum, CA 7-4830, Lincoln National Life Ins. Co. (ACE maverick # BL-2 (141) (In issue #6) was 
attributed to Ft. Wayne, IN. That is incorrect. Ft. Wayne is the headquarters for Lincoln National Life but 
the agent, Manuel Blum, was located at 1825 Main St. in Houston, Texas with that phone number 


according to the 1956 Greater Houston City Directory. 


For those of vou with a maverick index here is some information | can provide to keep you current. 
You will notice the Kansas City Safety Council is a duplicate listing. ] have a 1957 greater Kansas City 
book directory. The Kansas City Safety Council was located in the Dwight Building with a phone 
number of Victor 2-5223.

Jerry sent me some of the old papers concerning mavericks and this was sent in as Slatington Beverage Co. 
The other listing information 1s correct. This is listed in the 1955 D&B as Slatington Beverage Co. It 
indicates this was a beer and other fermented beverage business 


SO-7 (543) 14 — Soule College / The South’s Greatest School of Business- New Orleans, LA**(2) - Jim 
Lawniczak This must indeed be from New Orleans Louisiana, and here’s what I found on the internet 
through google searches. | won't give all the sites as there are just too many. but feel free to go behind me 
and look at the information yourself. You won't believe how many different “Soule College’s there 
actually are. The one in New Orleans was founded by George Soule in 1856 and was described as the 
“oldest business and commercial school in New Orleans.” ] saw a reference to a meeting at that college in 
1962 and also several references to the commercial and business courses taught there. Then, Asa T. Soule 
founded a separate Soule College in Dodge City Kansas in 1888, but it was sold in 1903 and closed in 
1907. There is a Soule College private school for girls in Murfreesboro, Tennessee, begun in the early 
1850s and still in business in 1917 and a Soule’s College in Summit Mississippi, which was the equivalent 
of a high school in the 1870s. There was even a Soule University in Chappell Hill Texas from 1856- 
1887.The only match consistent with all the above is New Orleans -- that is the business and commercial 
school and that was the one that was still operating as of 1929 or so. I'd call that a two star, verified

1 have spent a lot of time looking for a home for this 
encased and wish | could report to the membership that 1 had found one, but that is not the case. ] do 
however have a lot of information on the subject. My hopes are that someone else will be able to take this 
information and make it positive 

Once avain the search ior this began on ebay. | found a 3 -pound coffee tin from Parke’s “Newport” 
Coffee. ] assume Newport is a brand name similar to Impala being a Chevrolet brand name. The tin was 
undated. but appeared to be very old. It also plainly showed that this was made by the L.H. Parke Company 
Philadelphia / Pittsburgh. It also had the wording Parke’s Dry Roasted Coffee on it. My immediate thought 
was to look in the 1955 D&B for additional information. This is listed as the L.H. Parke Co and shows they 
were in the coffee and spice business. It also shows Philadelphia being the headquarters and Pittsburgh 
being a branch location. It would be an error to identify a 1901 dated encased on the basis on information 
taken from 1955. I hoped to find additional information and can report the following all taken from the 
Internet 5 

There is information to indicate the L.H. Parke Company was located at 1016 Madison Avenue on the 
north side of Pittsburgh. This was a coffee, tea, spice, flavoring extract, and canned - food company. This 
information does not give any indication as to what year or era it was taken from. There is also information 
to indicate that the L.H. Parke Co was located at 15-17 S. Front Street in Philadelphia. The architect for the 
building they were located in was Morgan Bunting (1863-1929). The life span of the architect would give 
a very good indication that the building may have been built sometime in the late 1800's or early 1900's 
and that would match the date on the encased. 

The information on the encased would indicate that Parke’s was in the tea business also, as it has 
Gold Camel Teas on it. The tin and encased both have the wording dry roasted coffee on them. That is all 
of the information ] have on the subject. 1 hope a fellow member can take this information and enlighten 
the rest of us with a positive identification

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A HOARD OF FANKHAUSER ENCASED CENTS 


by Bruce W. Smith 


In 1985 or 1986, 1 purchased 8,765 encased cents from coin dealer 
Neil Sowards (A to Z Coins, Ft. Wayne, IN). All of the pieces were brilliant 
uncirculated with dates r.nging from 1948 through 1964. Neil had 
obtained these at some earlier time directly from Earl Fankhauser, who 
had had the encasements made. Neil had been selling these encased cents 
in lots of 100 through his pricelist. In 1979 or 1980, I had seen buckets 
full of the encased cents in his basement, and had the impression that he 
had not sold very many of them. Several years later, after I had moved 
from Ft. Wayne to St. Louis, I thought I might have better luck at selling 
‘them than Neil had, and inquired how many he had and how much he wanted 
for the lot. We settled on-a price of 4 cents each, which seemed a fair 
price then because they were modern and there wasn't much demand. 

Having so many pieces from one “maker”, ] saw a unique opportunity 
to establish a rough rarity guide for the Fankhauser encased cents. 
Apparently these encasements included a few samples kept for reference 
(in case of future orders), some entire issues kept due to errors (such as 
wrong addresses or phone numbers), and perhaps some entire issues which 
were never paid for. |] sorted all the pieces and made an inventory. There 
were 124 different issues in that lot (not including different dates). | 
decided to attempt a catalog of Fankhauser encasements, and asked for 
help from members of TAMS and ATCO. A number of people responded and 
the list expandec to over 200 different issues, many of which were 
mavericks (place of issue not stated). Many of these mavericks were 
eventually attributed through the efforts of George Courtesis, a native of 
Ft. Wayne, who checked city directories and telephone directories. 

Shortly after 1 bought the lot, | sold half of it to another St. Louis 
coin dealer, Bill Armstrong. Then in December 1986, | sold my entire coin 
and token stock to California dealer, Joel Anderson. In 1987 1 wrote a 
brief article on the Fankhauser encasements and appended the catalog of 
200 different issues. ] sent this article the editor of the TAMS Journal but 
in the summer of 1988 I went to China for a year and forgot all about the 
article. In June 1989 1 left China unexpectedly because of the Tiananmen 
Massacre, and as a result, bounced around the country for seven years. 
During that time, all my books and reference materials were in storage in 
St. Louis. In the early 1990's 1 attended a TAMS meeting where the editor 
of the journal made a plea for articles. | asked him about my article which 
had been submitted a few year earlier. He said that he had postponed its 
publication because Bryan Ricker was preparing a more extensive listing 
(over 600 different). However, Ricker had not submitted his article yet, 
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and so my article was published in the TAMS Journal. | remembered at that 
lime that 1 had prepared an inventory with quantities. but it was in 
storage in St. Louis with the rest of my belongings. 

In December 1994 1 moved to Sheboygan, Wisconsin and afterwards 
rented a moving truck, went to St. Louis, and retrieved my books and other 
belongings. For two more years the books remained packed in more than 
200 boxes because | didn't have room to put them out. In November 1996 ] 
bought a house in Shevoygan and finally unpacked what was now 500 boxes 
of books. Amongst the 10,000 or so books in my reference library, I found 
an envelope containing the Fankhauser inventory I had prepared a decade 
earlier. That list is published here for the first lime. 

The numbers shown may not exactly total 8,765 pieces which were 
in the original lot. Apparently | sold a sample lot of 100 pieces to 
Armstrong before he bought half the lot. In addition, I apparently took out 
one of each for -my own collection, which is why some listings have no 
amounts shown. Of those items, ] found only 1 piece amongst the 8,765 
pieces. | had completely forgotten that I had put together that collection 
for myself. 1 discovered it while unpacking the boxes of books and in the 
late 1990's sold it to Rich Hartzog, Rockford, IL token dealer. This 
collection later turned up in one of his sales. 

It is not entirely clear what these quantities mean. Where a dozen or 
less were found, these were probably retained samples. Quantities around 
100 probably represent overruns -- either produced to cover any defective 
pieces or perhaps deliberately produced to later be sold by Fankhauser. 
Quantities over 200 were probably never distributed for one reason or 
another. This being so, the small quantities tell us nothing about how 
many were originally produced, but may give an idea of how many 
uncirculated pieces remain. The large numbers - over 200 - may indicate 
approximately how many were originally produced (part of this hoard was 
sold by Sowards before | bought it), and certainly indicate how many 
uncirculated pieces exist. The quantities in between (12 to 200 pieces) 
are something of a problem. Are these overruns? Are they what is left 
from a small original issue (say, 100 pieces) which was never 
distributed? About all we can say for certain is that the numbers indicate 
a minimum of how many uncirculated pieces exist today. ] should also 
mention that, as 1 recall, the condition of the 1948 and 1949 encasements 
was not as nice as the later issues; probably due to nearly 40 years of 
poor handling. Note also that the largest quantity of all in the hoard, 
(1,809 pieces) is for the “Kennedy In Memoriam" encasement, which tends 
lo bring a higher price than most other Fankhauser pieces. Of course, no 
one ull now knew how common that piece is -- even in uncirculated 
condition.

Introduction 


This is the second draft of the Ohio encased catalog. The 
first draft came out in the summer of 1998 and had 460 entries. 
This draft will be very close to 800. While I do not expect to 
keep discovering 340 new Ohio encased a year, there are still many 
Ohio pieces not listed. I am now certain that there are at least 
1000 different Ohio pieces and my best guess is that the final 
-total will be in the neighborhood of 1500. Please help by sending 
descriptions, rubbings or xeroxes of unlisted pieces in this 
catalog to the author at P.O. Box 14465, Cleveland, Ohio 44114. 


I will begin in this introduction by giving a very brief 
overview of encased coins. More details are available inh several 
TAMS articles on encased by Michael Kolman, Bryan Ryker and me. Of 
particular interest is Bryan Ryker’s 1995 eighty page article and 
catalog of Fankhauser encased, still available from TAMS or Bryan. 
Much more information is available in the Casement, the quarterly 


publication of the Associated Collectors of Encased (ACE), founded 
in 1995. 


Encesed coins began in 1899. There were very few encased made 
in 1899, a few more in 1900 and then an explosion of encased came 
in 1901. Encased have been made in every year since. There was a 
second explosion of encased in 1946 following the war and then a 
very large number of encased produced throughout the 1950s. Less 
encased were produced in the 60s and still less in the 70s, 80s and 


90s. Today, I believe that only around 10-20 encased are made in 
any year. 


Most encased are made out of aluminum. Indeed, the explosion 
of encased was made possible when aluminum became a cheap and 
abundant metal in the 1890s. Encased are struck by a die, with the 
cent or other coin placed in the middle of the planchet just prior 


to the striking. It is the strike that places the coin firmly in 
the encasement. 


Before we start the catalog, we need to get so j 
straight. The side of the encasement with the eee 
generally called the obverse of the encasement, because that is the 
side that is of the most interest to collectors of encased The 
side with the gocd luck message is called the reverse. There is no 
general consensus in the hobby as to what to call the aluminum part 


of the encasement, but I have seen and will use either "holder" or 
"encasement." 
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In most encased coins, the obverse of the coin faces the side 
of the encasement with the good luck message, which as you now know 
from the previous paragraph is the reverse of the encasement. The 
reverse of the coin faces the advertisement side of the encasement. 
My best guess is that this is so because the good luck message side 
was the top die (called the anvil die) while the advertisement was 
the bottom die. Thus, when the operator naturally inserted the 
coin heads up into the blank encasement for striking, the 
encasement’s reverse die matched the coins obverse: For this 
reason, in almost all of the cases where the encasement dies are 


not aligned, the cent is properly oriented with the obverse of the 
encasement. 


In a very few encased, the cent rotated in position as to the 
holder. This would only occur if the operator was indifferent to 
the position of the cent or made a mistake on an individual 
encasement. Some encased that often come with rotated cents are 
noted in the catalog. However, because it is rare that a cent is 
rotated, if the cent is not oriented to the encasement, this is a 
warning to check a piece carefully to determine if it the cent is 
the genuine original cent. 


If you are looking to identify a Maverick, please use the 
Maverick Cross Check at the end of the catalog. There are still 
quite a few unverified encased. If you have any information on 
these unverified Mavericks, please let me know.

Cataloging method 


The Ohio encased cataloged here are listed under Ohio cities, 
alphabetically. The catalog number is given first, which follows 
the catalog number style adopted by Bryan Ryker in his 1995 article 
in the TAMS Journal on Frederick Earl Fankhauser. After the 
catalog number comes the date, followed by shape and size. The 
coin is a U.S. cent unless otherwise noted. The metal of the 
holder is aluminum, unless some other metal is described. a hoe 
separates lines on the piece; "//" indicates that the writing has 
gone from above to below the cent and "\\" means turn the piece 
over. Shape abbreviations: 


RD = round, followed by diameter in millimeters 

RD-O = round, off center cent_ 

H = horseshoe (will be noted if holed top or bottom) 

SH = squat horseshoe (1901 type where the bottom is cut as opposed 
to curved) -” 

H-FOB = horseshoe with fob at top 

W = wishbone 

.B = bell . ; 

CP-R = chamber pot hole right (as viewed from obv.) 

CP-L = chamber pot hole left (as viewed from obv.)

The Victory Reverse is the reverse made in 1945 to celebrate 
victory in WWII. Victory is at the top. V-E Day May 8 is ina 
scroll at the bottom left, V-J Day Sept 2 is in a scroll at the 
bottom right and World/ Peace is at the bottom middle. This is the 
type 1 Victory Reverse. There is another reverse without the 
scrolls and with "Year" at the bottom instead of "World/Peace" but 
I know of no Ohio pieces with this type 2 reverse (and I am not yet 


100% certain that this type 2 reverse is an original, authentic to 
1945, reverse). 


I would like to thank the many people who took the time to 
help with this catalog. Without them, the catalog would be much 
shorter. Some of the entries have been taken by various auction 
catalogs and some from Internet sales. The names of the 
contributors and the auction catalogs appear below, with the 
abbreviations that are used in this catalog to identify the source 
of each piece:

* is used in the description of pieces to indicate that there is 
some doubt about the word, letter or number used, either because of 
unclear reporting, or because the only sample piece available was 
too worn in that spot. 


If more than one date is known for a piece, I list the source 
of each date, separated by a semi-colon, with the source of the 


earlier date first. If I can verify that the pieces were struck 
with different dies, a completely different catalog number is 
given. If I cannot verify that different dies were involved and 


the dates are close enough together so that it is likely that the 
pieces were struck at or near the same time, only one catalog 
number is given. However, where the dates are far enough apart so 
that it is likely that there was more than one striking, different 
catalog numbers are given, with -A, -B, -C, etc. Arbitrarily, I 
picked three years as close enough, except where there is a 
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difference in value between the pieces (1916 and 1916D, for 


example) or where the items have already been cataloged differentiy 
(Fankhauser pieces). 


If the letters do not appear in the same position relative tc 
each other, the two pieces must have been made with two different 
dies. Dies wear out and have to be replaced. If there is a gap 
between strikings, it is possible that the original die has been 
lost, so that a new die must be prepared. Usually the engraver 
tries to make the new die as close to the previous die as possible, 
but never exactly succeeds. The lettering is often just a bit off. 


On some of the "Souvenir of" pieces, the "O" and the "F" of 


"of" are widely separated. That is what is meant in this cataloa 
by the use of "widely separated." 


If I believe that a piece was holed as made, I note that, 
along with the location of the hole. Unless the hole is very 
crude, it is sometimes difficult to tell if the hole was added to 
all of the pieces made or if someone punched a hole only out of the 
piece in question. This is because, the holes were not built into 
the planchets, but rather were punched out after the piece was 
manufactured. Therefore, a well made hole by the consumer will 
look exactly the same as the hole made by the manufacturer. 


I have received comments that readers of this catalog 
appreciate my giving an estimated value on the pieces. I have 
tried to do that, even though I 


often do not have enough 
information to do anything but made an educated guess. 


I intend to 
add more values in subsequent drafts of this catalog. 

Where a value is given, it is intended to include a range of 
plus or minus about 20%. Because of the small market for encased, 
pricing can vary substantially. “so people who really want a piece 
can bid the item up beyond any pzri-> expectations. On the other 
hand, prices can be very soft if demand drops only a little. 
Experience on ebay shows that once one person acquires a piece, the 
next sale can realize substantially less, because one less 
collector is now bidding on the piece. Values are based on my 
experience with these and similar pieces and upon auction prices 
realized. The value given is based on a nice, problem free EF 
piece. Reductions should be made for pieces with problems or which 
are more worn than EF. Pieces with nice cents with luster 
particularly, Indian cent pieces, are worth more. ;
